Hear Admiral John Lorimor Worsen, 


of the United States navy (retired), died 
at his residence in Newport, K. I., Mon- 
day night. 
Ho had been gin feeble 


health for a long time. Admiral Worden 
was born at Mount Pleaaant, Woatohes- 
ter oounty, Now York, March 12, 1S17. 
He entered the navy as a ;midshipmau in 
1835, and was made lieutenant in 1&1G, 
and commander in July, 1SG2. In April 
ISGl^he was sent on a secret mission to 
ne Sabino, off Fort Piokon?, -and while 
eturuing was arrested by order ot the 
rebel General Bragg and imprisoned at 
Montgomery seven months, Ho was the 
first prisoner oE war held by tho rebels. 
In March, 1802, he otmmandod the iron 
olad war steamer Monitor, in its famous 
and victorious battle with the confeder- 
ate Merrimao, and waa severely injured 
about the head. While in command o 
the Montauk, in the sonih Atlantic block 
ading squadron, he engaged Fort Mc- 
Allister, Ga., and destroyed the Nash- 
ville under^the guns ot tho tort. From 
I860 to 1S74 ho was in charge ot the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis', and in 
187G was iu command of tho Ecropoan 
Station, Ho was promoted to rear admi- 
al and placed on the retiredjlist iu J1S77. 
For his victory over the Mernroao ho re- 
ceived tho thanks of congress.

THE 
MAINE STATESMAN WRITES A 
"SARKASTICAL" LETTER, 


In Which Ho Sharply Comments oil tho 


Govtirnmonl's Policy Itoffardtug 
llui

WASHINGTON CITY; July 1-1.—Hon. C. A. 


Boutollo sont a long lettor to Secretary 
Bayard Tuesday In reference to tha aetzuro 
o£ American fishing vessels by tua Dominion 
government 
After acknowledges; tlio re- 


ceipt of a lottor from Secretary Bayard in 
roply to a tologram calling tho attontion of 
tne governmont to the arbitrary proceed- 
ings of tho Dominion cruisers In driving 
Amorican fishermen away from tho harlw 
ol St. AndrowB, N. B., Mr. Boutollo says: 


"I am pleased to leura by your lottor 


that in response to tho representations 
mado by me at our interview on Juno J 
last, you ou the same day dro\v tho atten- 
tion of tho British minister to tho nllugod 
throats of such interference by Dominion 
ofllcials with tho purcha-o of herring for 
Amorican sardino factories, and that you 
woro la hopes that further interference with 
a recognized and legitimate trudo betwcoti 
British subjects In Canada and citizens of 
tho United States would be prevented. 
You do uot state -whether any assurances 
wero obtained from tho British government 
that measures would bo taken to prevent 
such violations of commercial intercourse, 
but the 
increased 
aggressiveness 
with 


which tho Dominion authorities aro deny- 
ing to our citizens tho ordinary privileges 
of trade in their ports would indicate that 
no adequate guaranty oE iho protection of 
tho commercial rights of our citi/ons in 
Canadian waters has yet boon secured. 


WI note that you promise to again address 


tho British ministor on the subject, and I 
should bo more hopeful that this second 
notlllcatlon of tho wrongs would bo effectual, 
it tho courso of ovonta did not soora to show 
inattontioa of tho British government to tbo 
representation made by you to its minister 
moro than a month ago." 


Mr. Boutcllo says ho has requested alll* 


davits made and forwarded in rogard to tbo 
occurrence at St. Andrews, and thinks that 
the information contained in his frlogrnm 
to the department and tbs narrations in tho 
daily press furnish a suil'.clout baais for tho 
department to obtain such further informa- 
tion from Its own ofllcora on the frontier of 
those violations of International rights "as 
,iay bo necessary for ft prompt, firm, and 
effective protest on tho part of tho United 
Stotos," lie further says: 


'It is humiliating to our national prido 


;hat our hardy fishermen and citizens, en- 
gaged in legitimate trade, should bo chased 
nit of porte o( a neighboring country, and 
iave their veutls captured ou frivolous pro- 
texts by so-called cruisers of a British col- 
ony; and this mortification becomes a sub- 
stantial grievance when important indus- 
trloa aro obstructed and vessels thus seized 
aro condemned or subjected to heavy exac- 
tions In tho ahapu of penalties and lines, 
while tho oparatlono of largo fleets are aban- 
doned or paralyzed by tho uncertainty 
whether thoir uountrj'. n-B ~-ilU-.!>JI'r>nl 
thorn uuy protection In tho pursuit orilmir* 
arduous and honorable callliij. 
And this 


notwitlwtundlne that Canadian tiohorrnon 
aro p»rmlttod to flud In tho Unltod States a 
principal and protltablo market lor many 
uillon dollars worth of their catch.-" 


A.ftor expressing the belief that tho ob- 


ject of tho Dominion governmont Is to forco 
a renewal of tho abrogated one-sided treaty, 
and that this Impression among tho Cana- 
dians has largely stimulated an aggrosslvo 
policy to that end, Boutollo assorts that this 
Impression has not been loisenod on cither 
sldo of tho border by the "remarkable for- 
bearance maintained by our gorornment in 
tho face of tho hysteinktlc and exasperating 
cruiado against our fishermen by tho Cana- 
dian authorities, and tho public demand for 
somo effective assertion of thp commordal 
rights of tho pooplo of tho United States is 
faat becoming unanimous and imperative." 


In conclusion, he says: 
"A gouoral feol- 


ing exists th»t ample occasion has boon 
furnished for tho president to exorcise the 
powers conferred upon him by tho act ot 
June W lait'to withhold from tho vessels of 
a foreign power the privileges which it per- 
sistently denies, to ours, and i£ the presi- 
dent is not already clothod -with sufficient 
authority, there is no doubt that congress 
will be disposed to strengthen his hands in 
any way that may bo shown to bo neces- 
sary to render elloctlvo our protest against 
tbs disrespect to our flag and tho violations 
of our commercial rights."

,oos, dug from tho living stono, aro incon- 
testably tbo tirst abode of tho aborigines of 
Sicily. 
Their forms denote a period lon^ 


interior to the Poiasgiau constructions, 
since ono does not soo anywhoro indications 
of tbo first notions of tho art of building, 
jot ovcu tho least idoa of a regular design, 
either circular or squaro. 


Tho writer found oftentimes that those 


primitive aud secure dwellings consisted ot 
ton or twelve rooms, disposed in ihreo ir- 
rogular stories. Access to tbo ontratico was 
jy wide steps, which in tho most auciout 
times (lid not exist, but there was in tboir 
stoad a ladder, which could be drawn up 
after tboir owners had onterod, and tho 
cave-dwellers could thus be as socuro as in 
tbo strongest fortress.

They 
iivo of Swiss origin, While traveling 
ihi-uiigli interior Russia they saw thou- 
sands of acres of land aglow with ths 
ii^lit of oil tfas. They at once purchased 
riitiru districts of the apparently worth- 
less Holds, .sunk oil wells, and now con- 
Lru! ii'.oru petroleum tho,:i any other con- 
ci'rn in the world. Their wealth is reuKy 
beyond calculation, though a correspond- 
ent thinks that 80,000,000 pounds »torl- 
inii H not an extravagant estimate. 


It is to the Rothschilds, however, that 


belongs the honor of being richest among 
men. Their united properties—and their 
properties must lx> considered as united 
from rather peculiar family and business 
relations—pass even beyond the millions. 
In the last twelve years they have loaned 
to certain European governments nearly 
!)0,000,OuO pounds sterling. Their lordly 
power is shown in modern instances. Ia 
1SCO the Prussian government demanded 
an indemnity of 5,000,000 pounds sterl- 
ing from tho city of Frankfort.

the Rothschilds are the Baring brothers, 
who have at "instantaneous command"

worthy that the Barings owe their com- 
mercial rise to an American, Mr. \Viil- 
bjnBiaghiim, of Philadelphia,-who many 
years ago had the houua appointed the 
American agency in London, 


Among the richest of mor.archs is tho 


czar of Russia, who enjoys horn his per- 
sonal estate an 
income of

pounds sterling. The sultan of Turkey 
is allowed for tho support of his court 
over 1,200,000 pounds sterling. In addi- 
tion to this he has a private income of 
1,000,000 pounds sterling. Tho emperor 
of Austria is granted a yearly allowance 
of 2,nOO,000 pounds sterling. 


There aro several noblemen in

land who have immense wealth at their 
command. 
The dukea of Eucclcuch, 


Devonshire and Norfolk and the

quis of Bute have each of them rent rolla 
of 400,000 pounds sterling per annnni. 
The duke of Portland, who died re- 
cently, left unentailed property o* over 
2,()00"000 pounds sterling. Tho greater 
part of his palace was constructed un- 
der-ground.

miperb guest-rooms are veritable tunnels, 
decorated in a fashion so splendid as to 
siieni, when described, like a story of the 
Magi. 


Kiclier even than any of these million- 


aires is the dnke of "Westminster, who 
undoubtedly has the largest -income of 
air- individual in the world. His fortune 
lies largely in tlie diaaietrically opposite 
regions of" London known as the West 
End ar.d Seven Dials. Ho owns acres 
upon acres of the most aristocratic do- 
main in London, and 
his tenements 


cover miles ir. the world. 
His income

Commits Suicide by Shooting.

J. Milton Warren, aged about 30 years) 


a farmer living between eight and nine 
miles westot tho city, committed suicide 
his morning, at six o'clock, by shooting 
himself through the head with a revol-

While not quite so large as Hurley 
or Ironton, Bessemer is a good deal of a 
burg, and has till the symptoms which 
characterize a mining town, In its vicin- 
ity ore some very extensive saw mills, 
which supply most of the lumber uned in 
this region. A fortnight Kgo the owner 
of one ot tho .mills platted twenty acres 
into eighty-five lotd and named for them 
a uniform price ot twenty-fivo dollars. 
In a week every lot was sold and he has 
now laid out eighty acres more for which 
his price is one hundred dollars a lot. 
Ho says ho is doing tlna from philan- 
thropic motives as tha people want lots 
and ho would be guilty ot unnecessary 
cruelty to deprive them of what he can 
so easily furnish. It is not unlikely that 
such sympathy in this country ia much 
moro plentiful than dividends will be on 
much of tho stock of tho Gogebic mines, 
whiuh ia being KO profusely distributed 
in every direction.
